CQ Foreword Jo Our 
1955 Catalogue 


We had a wet spring, a dry summer and a wet fall. Fortunately, we 
are situated high with somewhat of a sandy loam soil. Drainage is 
good, so the rain does not hurt too much. Fortunately again, we have 
a plentiful water supply and we can irrigate every day if necessary, 
and for thirty days straight this summer, the irrigation system worked 
every day. 


We have found that if we can give the bulbs plenty of moisture for 
the first thirty days of growing, we get the most buds on the spikes. 
It must be that the buds form during the first thirty day period. You 
can increase the spike length, and the size of the floret by extra care, 
water, etc., when they are ready to bloom, but you cannot increase the 
number of buds on the spike at that time. All told, we had a good 
growing season and the crop of bulbs dug this fall was of our usual 
high quality. 


Our own patch, three test gardens in the near vicinity, and results 
as seen at the shows have helped shape our opinions. If a certain glad 
grew good for us, in the test garden, and we saw some good ones at 
the shows, we feel safe in saying that it is worthy to grow in your 
garden. While you may not agree in every instance with us, we have 
tried to tell you in the best way we can, what we think of each variety. 


In reading through my own catalogue, as well as other catalogues, 
I often wonder why people will buy certain varieties. We cannot take 
the space to fully describe each variety we raise. Newer introductions 
are described in greater detail than the older ones. 


To a man who has been raising glads for years a description 
“Salmon pink with a deeper throat marking” is sufficient for he 
probably knows the variety. But to a beginner, such a description 
might cause him to pass up that variety in favor of some other salmon 
pink. 


To help the beginner, we have tried to rate nearly every item by 
saying that it is a good show, or a good commercial glad. We try to 
tell how it grows. Good balance or proportion means a tapering spike 
with not too many open to make it bottom heavy; too few open makes 
it unbalanced the other way. Some varieties will consistently space 
the florets too close together. Some varieties will open say six florets 
and have the buds above them barely showing color. 


You can feel sure that if we rate a variety as a good show glad, 
that you can expect to get your share of good show quality spikes. 
Where primarily a commercial variety, we try to say so, meaning 
that it will give you good spikes for home use or for sale, but you 
should not expect to get too many show quality spikes. 
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SOMETHING OF INTEREST 


In our past several catalogues, we have told you about raising 
seeds in bands in the greenhouse, of moving the bands out to cold 
frames, and have reported the results. 


That’s all very nice from someone with a greenhouse, where the 
mess and dirt can be handled without any trouble, but it is far from 
practical in the home. 


We tried something new last year and it proved so good that we 
want to tell you about it. It has always been our idea that if one 
could have a longer growing season for seeds, that you would get 
larger bulbs. The larger the bulb you get, the more chance you have 
of seeing it bloom the next year. It takes twenty-one days for glad- 
iolus seed to germinate, and even the savings of three weeks would 
give a much longer growing season. How often have you had a nice 
spring day, with the ground too wet to work, one of those warm balmy 
days when you get the itch to get out in the garden. Now you can 
satisfy that urge without getting in trouble with your wife, over 
getting everything dirty in the house. 


The answer is some small pressed wood pulp trays, 742x51%2x2%”. 
Approximately 42” of growing space. Light, easy to handle, enough 
drainage to avoid trouble, made of a non-toxic material, and best of 
all, at a nominal cost. 


Now, don’t laugh at this, for it is very practical, and it will work 
far better than you could hope for. 


Each tray is filled with dirt up to 34” from the top. The dirt is 
watered to settle it, and then the seed is planted on top of the dirt. 
The remaining 34” is filled with sand. 


Just why sand produces better results is something for the pro- 
fessional to tell us, but it does. We tried putting dirt, virmiculite, 
and peat on top, but the sand covering produced far better and more 
bulbs. Plant your seed about like you would outside; we tried some 
an inch apart, some closer and some farther apart, and the results 
were about the same from all spacings. 


So now, you can plant all your seed some evening, or on one of 
those days when it is too wet to work outside. Keep in a warm place 
and then when you get a break in the weather, and your other planting 
time is free, move the trays out to the garden. Sink them into the soil, 
level with the edge of the tray. You haven’t disturbed your seeds 
and you have gained three to six weeks time. From there on, your 
results are the same as from seed direct planted, with the added 
advantage of the time saved. 


The results will surprise you. The roots will have penetrated the 
tray, and even some of the bulbs will have grown through. To dig, 
simply push of fork under the tray, lift it with a little extra dirt and 
you have the entire cross in your hand. Lots easier than digging each 
seedling up separately as you will dig ten to fifty at one time. Size— 
again you will be surprised, quite a few threes and fours, lots of 
fives and sixes. In ordinary field growth in our climate, we seldom get 
more than a five and only a few of those, so to us, the added growing 
time has helped very much. We use sterilized soil, and get away from 
the weed problem to a large extent, but you will find that even 
weeding seems to be easier with the tray method. 


Quite interesting and worthy of a trial. If you are interested in 
securing some of these trays, see our special offer under “Glad Seeds”, 
on Page 55. 
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EARLY ORDERS 


We always ask that you order as early as possible for several 
reasons. Work bunches up late in the spring, we are starting to plant 
for one thing, and perhaps the most important reason for all is the 
fact that our stocks are picked over early in the year and you might 
not get the variety you wanted, or the size you wanted. We like to get 
our orders filled as they come in, even though shipment is not made 
until late in the season. We can give an order much better attention 
when it is received early in the year. 


We would suggest that orders sent in after the middle of March 
should provide for substitution of size, and if possible for substitution 
of variety. We will do our best to fill your orders as you request and 
will not substitute unless we are out of the item or size. If substitutions 
are made, we will give equal or more value than the original item. 


EXTRAS 


It has become more or less a trade practice to give some extras with 
an order, primarily for the purpose of having you try out some varieties 
we think you might like. Some catalogues offer a percentage discount 
of your own selection, and others do like we do, put in some extras 
we think might appeal to you. 


When an order is filled and ready to ship, the question of what to 
put in as an extra comes up. If the man has ordered we will say, 
mostly smokies, it’s not too hard to see where he might like some 
unusual or rare smokie as an extra, but where the order covers a lot 
of varieties, what to put in becomes a problem. We wish you would 
suggest what you would like, a number of items if you care to, so that 
we can fill the extras from some of those items. The number of extras 
we can give will depend on the size of the order and when it is 
received. The earlier orders probably get the best in the way of 
extras,—we have more to select from, and we have more time in 
which to do it. 


SHIPPING 


We can ship anytime within reason, if we ship by express. Ordi- 
narily, we like to start shipping in March, but we always check 
weather reports before we ship, especially to the colder states. We 
would appreciate your putting an approximate shipping date on your 
order to guide us. If you want something in a hurry, just say so on 
your order and we will do our best to get it going for you. 


SUBSTITUTIONS 


We do not substitute unless you give us permission to do so. On 
orders received early in the season, there is hardly any need to sub- 
stitute, as our stocks are full. But, as you get further along, March 
15th and later, the stocks are beginning to show bare spots, and we 
would like to have your permission to substitute sizes if possible after 
that date. We would like also to have your permission to substitute 
varieties on all late orders. In the event we do substitute, we will give 
you full value in the substitution, a better variety if possible. 
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PRICES AND TERMS 


We have tried to keep our prices in line with our costs. We do not 
try to undersell the other fellow, we would prefer to give you good 
bulbs, free from disease, thrips, etc., at a fair price to both you and 
ourselves, than to give you poor bulbs at a cheap price. 


Where a minimum quantity is shown, such as 5/25c—please do not 
order less than the minimum shown. Most of the prices shown will 
give the each price and also the ten price. If you order five bulbs, you 
may use half the ten price. We are listing also bulbs in one hundred 
quantities. We might be able to supply some of the other varieties 
in hundred lots, but unless you find the item you want on the whole- 
sale list, please contact us for hundred prices before you order. 


SHIPPING CHARGES 


Retail orders of $5.00 or more are prepaid. If your order totals 
less than $5.00, please include $.35 additional for postage. If you in- 
clude too much postage, we will add extras to cover the difference. 
Orders for less than $3.00 are handled at a loss. Minimum Canadian 
and Foreign orders $10.00. 


Items ordered from the quantity or wholesale price list are shipped 
at YOUR EXPENSE. If the order has both retail and quantity items, 
we ship at your expense, but put qnoueh extras in to cover the postage 
we do not have to pay. 


ARASAN 


All our bulbs are dusted with a mixture of Arasan and DDT. This 
is done when we clean the bulbs, and they are ready for planting 
without any further treatment. This gives us excellent disease control. 
Our purchases are all dusted with the same mixture as soon as received, 
or they are dusted with straight Arasan as they are being planted. 
We put a few bulbs in a bag, a spoonful or so of Arasan and shake the 
bag well. This coats the bulbs with the dust and then we plant them. 
Much easier than dipping or soaking,—so much faster. Even if you 
dust the bulbs and cannot plant them, no harm is done, which is not 
the case with some soaks. We have eight ounce cans of Arasan 
available at $1.25 if you cannot locate locally. 
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EXPLANATION OF LISTINGS 
ABU HASSAN (K & M 47) 77 Days 378 


This is a typical heading to a variety listing. ABU HASSAN is of 
course the name of the variety (K & M 47) is the name of the intro- 
ducer and the year of introduction. 


77 Days—average time from planting to blooming of a large bulb. 
Smaller bulbs will take longer. 


378 is the color classification and size. 


Then follows a brief description of the variety with comments on 
growing habits performance, faults, etc. The phrase “well balanced” 
or “well proportioned” is used frequently. It means that the flower 
head starts big at the bottom and gradually tapers upward to a point. 
The flowerhead must match the handle too, in order to be well bal- 
anced. A tall spike with a short flowerhead should not be classed as 
well balanced, nor would a spike with a lot of florets open but with 
the buds above the opened florets still tight be so classed. 


Price and size follows, ‘‘L’”’ indicates large size bulbs, measuring 
more than 1%” in diameter. ‘“M” is a medium size bulb, 34” to 1%4” 
in diameter. “S” indicates a small bulb, under 34” in diameter. “B” 
stands for bulblets. 


You will get best results from the large bulbs although they will 
cost you more. 


Medium size bulbs will often produce show quality spikes, and will 
often produce saleable spikes. Growing conditions are quite a factor 
in this case. 


Small bulbs will frequently, although not always bloom. The spike 
they produce is not top quality, but you should get a large bulb to 
grow on the next year. They are cheaper to buy if you do not have to 
have results the first year. Most smalls are grown from bulblets. 


Bulblets or cormlets are the cheapest way to get started in a variety. 
You should figure on only getting small bulbs from bulblets the first 
year of growing. You may be able to get large and medium bulbs 
under the best of growing conditions, and with some varieties. These 
small bulbs, grown on the next year should make large bulbs. Thus it 
takes two years to get a big bulb from a bulblet. Some bulblets are 
very hard to germinate and you may get a very poor stand. Other 
varieties seem to germinate every bulblet. Peeling or cracking the 

~shell will help in germinating. Expensive bulblets should be peeled 
or cracked before planting. They can be planted as early as the ground 
can be worked in the spring. 
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A WORD OF CAUTION—Please note that we are quoting sizes by 
diameter and not circumference. You will see some large display ads 
once in a while, offering “large” bulbs, fully one and three-quarters 
inches in circumference for a very cheap price, say 100 for $2.00 or so. 
That size 134” in circumference, is properly classed as small. Do not 
be misled. Where ‘‘Pkge.” appears after the Bulblet listing, it means 
that the package will contain from 25 to 50 bulblets. 

We aim to sell only quality stock, the kind we like to get and the 
kind that is worth the little extra that it costs. Our fields are state 
inspected, and our stock is state inspected before we start shipping. 
Rogueing is done regularly and any doubtful bulbs are pulled and 
burned, regardless of their cost or scarcity. This is expensive—it kind 
of hurts to pull a $5.00 bulb—but it more than pays in satisfaction in 
feeling sure you are putting out clean, disease free bulbs. 


PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Planting instructions will be included in all shipments. It will be 
the latest up to date information, written by experts and published by 
the North American Gladiolus Council. 


GUARANTEE 


We guarantee our bulbs to be true to name and free from disease or 
thrip. Please open the package immediately upon receipt, examine 
carefully, and if not satisfactory, advise us at once. All of us make 
errors once in a while and if any of the bulbs are found to be not as 
represented, we will either refund your money on their return, or we 
will replace the unsatisfactory stock. However, we can at no time be 
liable for more than the original amount paid for the bulbs. Due to 
conditions beyond our control, we are not responsible for the growth 
of bulbs or bulblets. All orders are placed with this understanding. 
Both the field and the bulbs have been state inspected, giving us added 
assurance that we are shipping disease and thrip free bulbs. 


The catalogue and price list supersedes all previous issued cata- 
logues or lists.

Gladiolus Seed 


A considerable interest exists in growing gladiolus seed to produce 
new varieties. Our crosses were planned well in advance and we 
were able to secure a large number of fine ones. All anthers were 
removed early in the morning to avoid contamination from birds and 
bees and the pollinization was made personally by Mr. Pazderski in a 
very careful and meticulous manner. 


Hybridizing is a slow tedious job, and an expensive one for the 
results produced. After the cross is made, the seed pods must be 
collected at just the right time, the seeds removed, cleaned and pre- 
pared for sale. The best varieties were used, ones that have proved 
successful from past experience. New crosses were made, particularly 
in the miniature end. With the tremendous interest in miniatures, and 
with the need of some new and better miniature varieties, it is hoped 
that some of these crosses will produce some fine seedlings.

Glad: Specie ga 


Glad specie seed is a test for anyone — they seem hard to germin- 
ate. We have almost come to believe that they must be handled dif- 
ferently to regular crosses. For several years we have planted our 
surplus seeds in May, only to find very poor germination during the 
summer. They do seem to lie dormant all summer and then start 
sprouting in the cool fall weather. By planting in flats or trays, they 
can be brought inside if they have not germinated by fall. Some of 
the leaves look very much like grass and could easily be pulled as a 
weed unless special attention were given to them. This year we are 
going to try a planting in the fall and carry the seed along in a cool 
greenhouse. Our South African grower reports germination in about 
thirty days when planted in April, but their weather is cool at that 
time of the year.
